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HISTORY  OF  THE  CLASS  OF  ’39

Geraldine  Maloney,  Rosalie  Revay,  and  Joseph  Tracy  took  part  in  the  drama¬ 
tic  production,  “Remote  Control.  ” 

In  basketball,  Joseph  Tracy  and  Aime  Blais  of  the  boys  and,  Frances 
Kraucunas,  Regina  Blozie,  and  Frances  Sedaras  of  the  girls  began  to  shine 
and  build  up  their  abilities  for  the  next  year. 

Our  soccer  team  claimed  Joseph  Tracy,  Aime  Blais,  John  Coyne,  Paul 
Barry,  John  Jorgensen,  Victor  Daley,  and  Thomas  Hickey. 

Many  of  the  members  of  our  Junior  class  helped  the  Seniors  with  their 
Minstrel  Show.  We  had  David  Murphy,  John  Jorgensen,  and  John  Coyne 
acting  as  endmen. 

Our  Junior  year  was  topped  with  the  Junior  Prom,  one  of  the  greatest 
events  of  our  school  years. 

Now  September  1938  rolled  around,  and  we  started  marching  down  the 
last  stretch  of  the  road  to  graduation.  We  had  now  reached  the  long  de¬ 
sired  goal:  we  were  seniors.  With  a  feeling  of  pride  and  determination  for 
success,  we  elected  our  class  officers:  President,  Edgar  Woolam:  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  John  Coyne:  Secretary,  Paul  Barry:  and  Treasurer,  David  Murphy. 

The  Hi-Y,  the  Dramatic,  and  the  S,C.H.E.  Clubs  and  the  school  Paper 
staff  began  work  on  events  of  the  coming  year.  The  S.C.H.E.  Club  gave 
the  sports  season  a  lively  start  with  its  annual  Sports  Dance.

The 
successful  effect  of  this  play  is  due  partly  to  the  devoted  work  of  the  costumes 
and  staging  committees,  with  Geraldine  Maloney,  Barbara  Cooper,  Isabel 
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Macintosh,  Rosalie  Revay,  and  Wanda  Wezowic  on  the  costumes  and 
scenery  committees,  and  Francis  Potwine  and  Herbert  Hall  heading  the 
staging,. 

With  Mid-Year  Exams  off  our  minds,  we  turned  our  attention  to  the 
Minstrel  Show,  to  help  us  with  our  Washington  trip. 

Our  basketball  teams  were  outstanding  this  year,  and  the  school  swelled 
with  pride  when  the  boys’  team  came  through  to  win  the  State  Class  C-D 
tournament  basketball  championship,  after  a  very  successful  year.  We  hope 
Mr.  Greer,  our  coach,  will  lead  many  more  teams  to  the  standing  he  did 
our  team  this  year.  The  cheerleaders,  of  whom  Dorothy  Ludlam  was  one, 
helped  our  teams  on  to  victory  with  their  well-organized  cheer-leading.  The 
season  closed  with  a  banquet  given  in  honor  of  the  boy’s  and  girls’  basketball 
teams. 

Soon  we  found  the  first  week  in  May  flying  at  us  and  bringing  to  us  one 
of  the  most  outstanding  events  of  our  years  at  high  school:  our  trip  to  Wash¬ 
ington.  As  we  look  back  on  our  high  school  days  in  years  to  come,  the  joys 
of  that  trip  will  stand  out  most  clearly  in  our  memories.  It  is  our  hope  that 
each  under-classman  will  be  able  to  make  this  trip  at  the  end  of  his  four 
years  and  enjoy  it  as  much  as  we  did  after  four  years  of  dreaming  and  patient 
planning.
